Vale Traffic Woes 
Again Before Board 


Signs indicating directions to 
Lowell Junction Industrial 
plants will- be removed from the 
Clark-Dascomb Road intersec- 
tion and efforts will be made to 
have trucks use alternate 
routes, as a result of another 
meeting on Ballardvale traffic 
problems with the selectmen 
Monday nights. 

The selectmen admitted that 
they had been unable to make 
any progress in providing traf- 
fic relief since the original 
meeting on the subject in June. 

Efforts have been made to 
make short term 
arrangements, such as routing 
traffic over Ballardvale Street 
in Wilmington, which the subur- 
ban town fathers have objected 
to. 

Even if Wilmington should 
agree to take the traffic from 
Route 93 into the Lowell Junc- 
tion Industrial park, thus 
relieving River Street, Clark 
Road and Vale Streets, it is 
doubtful that the State Depart- 
ment of Public Works would 
give approval for its use as a 
truck route. 

Selectman Alan F. French 
suggested that Town Manager 
Austin confer particularly with 
the traffic department of the in- 
dustrial plants involved and ask 
for some co-operation on their 
part in having truckers be 
aware of the dangers and 
hazards of the narrow, residen- 
tial Ballardvale Streets. 

State Rep.-Elect Gerald 
Cohen reported that he had dis- 
cussed the matter with state 
DPW authorities in an effort to 
expedite an interchange with 
Route 93 to solve the problem. 
This, he said, was a long term 
solution. 

The only short term solution 
is a volunteer effort by the in- 
dustries involved. 

Residents of the area were 
again present to reiterate the 
problems they face with the 
heavy trucking -as well as auto 
traffic going to and from the in- 
dustrial plants. 

Auto and truck traffic from 
Gillette, GSF Corp., and other 
smaller firms in the junction 
present constant hazards, with 
residents of Clark Road and 
River Street particularly con- 
cerned. ' 

it was suggested that the traf- 
fice be rerouted away from 
Clark Road, and down Dascomb 
Road to Andover Street. The 
section of Andover Street is 
scheduled for reconstruction 
and is not recommended for 
alternate use, Town Manager 
Austin reported to the 
selectmen. 

Adding to the dangers of traf- 
fic over such streets as Clark 
Road, one resident pointed out 
that dangerous chemicals are 
carried to the GSF plant, which 
could be spilled on the 
roadways should an accident

The Andover Rail Committee 
was “‘hanging in there’’ this 
week, with more than $4700 in 
pledges toward their goal to 
keep the MBTA stopping here 
at least through the spring town 
meeting. 

The riders must come up with 
$6,000 by Dec. 5, and with a lit- 
tle more than a week to go, co- 
treasurer Mervyn Miller said 
they were ‘‘very optimistic.’

The board of selectmen have 
agreed to put the question of 
town support of the train back 
on the ballot in the spring. It 
was the October meeting that 
narrowly defeated an MBTA 


subsidy, thereby throwing the 
rail commuters off track.

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Thanksgiving time is upon us once again, and the holi- 
day finds us somewhat curiously reminiscent of that 
first observance. 

Mindful and thankful for our blessings, we also must 
be cognizant of the world around us, unsure as to what 
the future may hold. 

For the most part Americans will dine sumptuously 
on the Thanksgiving holiday, in traditional family 
observances. 

As they do, for a moment or two such things as food 
Shortages, problems brought on by imposing difficult 
economic times, will be forgotten. 

Somehow this annual holiday, while festive in many 
ways, brings with it some reminders, to cause us to give 
pause to reflect on our well-being. 

A year ago, this country was faced with an energy 
shortage, which caused a realignment on our thinking of 
how best to utilize our resources. 

This year, while the problem is eased somewhat, 
there remains the possibility of continuing problems 
with energy availability and we continue our research 
to better meet modern demands in this area. 

This year we examine ways in which we can best feed 
the world’s starving, as well as looking after nutritional 
needs of many in our own country. 

A world more peaceful than at other Thanksgiving 
holidays, still is beset by problems stemming from the 
inability to live with one another, even in some parts of 
our own nation. 

At that first Thanksgiving, the Pilgrims sat to give 
thanks for a bountiful harvest and pray for safety and 
freedom from want during the winter ahead. 

It is fitting then, that as we observe Thanksgiving in 
1974, we be mindful of the true meaning of that first 
observance. 

Mindful that we are truly blessed, it is well to pause 
and give thanks to Him for the opportunity to rejoice on 
this holiday, and reflect that others are not so fortunate. 

A moment of true Thanks Giving should be a part of 
everyone’s holiday observance. 


Legal Talent 


In some ways we can understand the possible retain- 
ing of seperate counsel by the school committee, but we 
fail to see why the special attorney needs to dispense 
the legal fees among the members of the bar. 

A week ago, Atty. James Murphy, retained by a ma- 
jority vote of the school committee to represent the 
school department in legal matters, informed the board 
that he had handed a case to another lawyer at the rate 
of $50 per hour. 

Committeeman William L. Lane was opposed to such 
a move. 

Atty. Murphy of Lynn was retained by the school 
board majority of Chairman Francis Griggs, John F. 
Lyons, George F’. Olesen and John Wragg to represent 
them in the secret meeting case brought by Com- 
mitteeman William Lane. 

Now we’re not surprised that Mr. Lane is opposed, 
since the script this year reads for him to be the 
adverse voice on the committee. 

But, there seems to be some justification. 

“The need for special counsel debated here some 
weeks ago, has a possible justification, in view of the 
possible personal feelings of some of the school board 
members toward using town counsel. 

But when this specialist retained by the majority now 
sees fit to dole out cases to brother members of the bar 
at $50 per hour, we begin to wonder if Andover is 
becoming a welfare state for the barristers. 

Atty. Murphy noted at the meeting of the committee a 


week ago that there may be times when local legal 
talent may be the ones best to use in certain cases. 

If such be the case, we wonder if there is justification 
at all for a school department attorney. 

Why would it not seem justifiable to rely on town 
counsel for opinions, and should some special case pre- 
sent itself, as apparently it will, retain a local lawyer to 
serve the committee? 

Even admitting that there is $5,000 available for legal 
services if necessary, seems to indicate that the local 
board should be able to call upon Andover or area legal 
talent to serve them. 

The current situation seems to see the school 
department’s legal services running in an uncontrolled 
atmosphere. 

If it were’t so darned contradictory we would even 
Suggest that the whole matter is illegally legal, but we 
aren't about to cough up the $50 an hour to find out. 


School Budget 


That figure handed out by the school committee last 
week as their prospective budget is somewhat hearten- 
ing. 

The estimate for public education next year has been 
pegged at $9,460,000, which is considered a starting 
point. 

Customarily this figure goes downward as the budget 
process extends into the new year and up to town 
meeting time. 

What must be of particular concern in the weeks and 
months ahead, is the effect of the November election. 

State aid to education in the past few years has been a 
great assist to local taxpayers. 

With a new governor due to assume office in January, 
some of these figures could be altered. 

Already there is the anticipated economic gloom be- 
ing forecast as Governor-Elect Dukakis and his staff ex- 
amine the state’s finances. Just how much of this is for 
the political benefit of the governor-elect remains to be 
seen. 

Admittedly the state may be in rather tough financial 
Shape, but local taxpayers are likewise in difficult 
economic straits. Thus it seems reasonable to assume 
that the state assistance for local educational needs 
should approximate what has been forthcoming in the 
past. If such is the case, then the initial $9.4 million 
figure for Andover schools may seem a reasonable star- 


ting point.

Cormorants 


Do Head 
Southward 


A quiet changing of the guard 
happens at this season among 
those large dark birds that perch 
on New England coastal rocks, 
the cormorants. 

Cormorants are black- 
appearing birds that look vaguely 


Similar to geese. Their 
trademark consists of standing 
with wings held spread-eagle 
fashion. When they fly, they 
uppear as black geese with 
slightly longer tails. Usually they 
hardly rise above the water and 
one expects their flailing wing 
lips lo touch the waves. 


If one watches rocks along the 
coast these days, one notices a 
gradual transformation taking 
place among the cormorants. 
There not only are fewer cor- 
morants, but those that remain 
no longer invariable wear bright 
orange chin straps as summer 
cormorants do. Now the rocks 
support a few cormorants with 
orange chin straps and a few with 
white chin straps. One might con- 
clude that the birds were 
moulting and slowly changing the 
plumage and gular patch (a loose 
skin beneath the jaws) colors. 

What actually is happening is 
that the double-crested cor- 
morant of summer is being 
replaced by the great cormorant 
of winter. The double-crested 
birds, the orange chin straps, are 
flying south for a warmer 
climate. The white chin straps 
consider southern New England 
a winter resort. 

In a matter of weeks, almost 
all cormorants along the New 
England coast will be greater 
cormorants. In winter there will 
be fewer cormorants along the 
coast than in summer because 
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far fewer greater cormorants 
live in North America. The 
double-crested cormorants use 
the New England coast for 
breeding and the double-crested 
also breed on inland lakes even 
on the northern Great Plains. 

Indeed, if one were to compare 
the seasonal numbers of the two 
cormorants i.. New England, one 
would conclude that the double- 
crested cormorant with breeding 
sites from Newfoundland to 
Alaska was by far the more 
successful bird. But the com- 
parison involves only North 
American birds and is quite mis- 
leading. 

Actually, the greater cor- 
morant is among the world’s 
more successful birds, While 
double-crested cormorants are 
confined to North America, the 
greater cormorant breeds around 
the world and in both the 
northern and southern 
hemispheres, including Australia 
and New Zealand. 

The breeding colonies from 
which the greater cormorants of 
New England winters come are 
those of Newfoundland and Nova 
Scotia, with possibly a few from 
Greenland. The birds seldom 
travel farther south than Long 
Island Sound. These particular 
colonies are more successful to- 
day than they were 50 years ago. 


Photographs 


On Exhibit 
At Museum 


“Sculpture is in its own right 
one of the major arts. It will 
command the photographer’s 
respect, and he in turn will be 
enriched by the experience of 
working with it.’’ These are the 
words of 20th century master 
photographer Clarence Kennedy, 
who devoted his life to the study 
of the sculpture of the past. His 
photographie work will be on 
view in the Print Galleries of the 
Museum of Fine Arts, Dec. 14 
through Feb. 23, 1975. 

Clarence Kennedy: A 
Photographer Looks at Sculpture 
will include photographs of 
italian Renaissance sculpture, 
and a few images of Greek sub- 
Jects. Kennedy's aim was to 
make his photographs the next 
best thing to actually seeing the 
work of art. His photographs 
gently lead the viewer around a 
sculpture, exploring the details 
of each piece. They are sensitive- 
ly constructed windows which let 
the observer see angles and 
areas often overlooked. 

Kennedy utilized daylight 
whenever possible, intensifying 
the feeling of the sculptured sur- 
lace. A series of photographs - - 
different views of the same sub- 
Ject - - flows like a film. A frozen
